OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and citizens of the New Hampton 
School District: 
I herewith submit my second annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools: 
Personnel Changes 


Mrs. Ida Sirrine was employed to teach grade 1, re- 
placing Mrs. Cecile Smith who accepted a similar posi- 
tion in Franklin. Mrs. Sirrine comes to us from Groton, 
N.H., where she had taught for many years. 

Mrs. Doris Smith Bavis was employed to teach 
grades 2 and 3 at the Red School. Mrs. Bavis replaced 
Mrs. Zita Reedy. Mrs. Bavis is a graduate of Plymouth 
Teachers College and has had teaching experience at 
Beebe River, N.H. 

Mrs. Dorothy Eckels was employed to teach grades 
4,5, and 6, replacing Mrs. Margaret Benson, who accep- 
ted a teaching position in Laconia. Mrs. Eckels is a 
graduate of Wellesley College and of the Presbyterian 
School of Nursing. She has had several teacher training 
courses at Plymouth Teachers College. 

Mrs. Beatrice Nordholm was employed to teach mu- 
sic at New Hampton Community School, in place of 
Mrs. Estelle Watts who retired. 

Mrs. Virginia McMasters was employed as school 
nurse to replace Mrs. Mildred Desmond. Mrs. Mc- 
Masters comes to New Hampton from Cleveland, Ohio. 
She has had experience as an Army nurse. On January 
24, Mrs. Helen Bellavance of Ashland, N.H. was em- 
ployed to replace Mrs. McMasters who resigned. 

Mr. Edmund Sullivan continues as our Principal and 
teacher of grades 7 and 8. We are fortunate to have a 
thoroughly competent staff, and one which is devoted to 
the teaching profession. 
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School Budget 


The School Board estimate for the 1956-1957 year 
amounts to $60,921.00. The budget for the current year 
was $58,110.96. Expenditures for the current year are 
expected to be somewhat less than the amount originally 
budgeted. The balance is expected to be sufficient to 
Pee egeeve deficit held over from last year. The extreme 
shortage of teachers throughout the nation has caused 
higher salaries in all branches of the teaching profession. 
Beginning teachers from Keene and Plymouth Teacher 
Colleges, are starting at approximately $3,000. 


The tuition rates for next year are as follows: 


Bristol High $ 310.00 

Laconia High 346.00 

Ashland High 320.00 (Proposed) 
Elementary 200.00 (Proposed) 


At the request of the School Board, the budgets for 
the Supervisory Union No. 18 appear elsewhere in this 
report. 

The Deficiency Budget for the Supervisory Union, 
Was approved at the annual meeting of the Supervisory 
Union Board. For a considerable period of time, the 
smaller towns in the Supervisory Union paid their ex- 
penses into the Franklin budget. Franklin, in turn, paid 
for all the expenses of the Supervisory Union office out 
of their budget, which operated on the fiscal year of De- 
cember 16-December 15. Last year, the Union Board, 
on the recommendation of the Superintendent, agreed to 
establish a separate Supervisory Union account to finance 
the expenses of the Supervisory Union office. The bud- 
get for that year was from January 1-December 31. All 
the laws pertaining to the Supervisory Union Boards, are 
based on the state fiscal year of July 1-June 30. In order 
to simplify the budgeting and financing of the Supervisory 
Union business, the Union Board at their last annual 


s 
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meeting, approved the Deficiency Budget to cover the 
expenses of the Union from January 1, 1956-June 30, 
1956. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the School 
Board, the school staff, and the people of New Hampton, 
for their co-operation and support during the last 
school year.

NEW HAMPTON COMMUNITY SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


The enro!lment for 1956-57 is not expected to in- 
crease over the present figure of 115 pupils. 

In the two years that I have been your principal, | 
have attempted to develop an expanded program that 
will satisfactorily meet the needs of your children. This 
program is, at present, not entirely successful. 


Adequate medical and dental services, remedial read- 
ing, and a planned recreational program are but a few of 
the areas in which the school program must be developed. 

If the welfare of each individual child is to continue 
to be uppermost in the Community School, and if the 
school program is to be successful, an additional qualified 
teacher should be employed on a part time basis. The 
most important duty of this teacher would be to handle 
the remedial reading program. Such an action would 
give the regular teacher more time to devote to the chil- 
dren who do not have serious learning difficulties. 

Should this teacher be added to the staff an arrange- 
ment could possibly be made whereby the principal would 
be relieved of a part of his full time teaching duties. At 
present it is impossible for the principal to be a conscien- 
tious full time teacher and at the same time adequately 
perform the more important duty of supervising the 
quality of instruction in the school as a whole. 

More than ever before, I am grateful for the capable 
assistance that I have been receiving from the P.T.A., the 
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New Hampton School, the Gordon-Nash Library, for the 
food donations to supplement the school lunch program, 
and for all the thoughtfulness shown to the Community 
School teaching staff.
